Liberty’s Torch a Golden Light 
In Honor of Lamp’s Jubilee 








The Statue of Liberty torch 
glowed with a golden brilliance 
last night in honor of the golden 
jubilee of the incandescent light. 
Of greater power than the light 
formerly used, the glow is pro- 
jected far out into the harbor. 

The old white lights, one bulb of 
1,000 watts and thirteen of 500 
watts, have been supplanted in 
the glass-enclosed torch by one 
gold light of 1,500 watts and 
twelve of 750 watts. On Sept. 1 
the old lights will be replaced. 
The new bulbs were installed by 
the Westinghouse Lamp Company 
by permission of Major General 
Hanson E. Ely, commanding the 
Second Corps Area. Operators of 
steamships and airplanes were 
notified of the change so that 
pilots using the Liberty light as 
a beacon would not be puzzled by 
the new effect.

LEGGE ‘STARTS FROM. SCRATCH’ 


Says ‘Collective Thinking’ of Busi- 
ness Is Model for Board. 
CHICAGO, July 12—(U)—The *ed- 
eral Farm Board, in the words of 
its chairman, will ‘‘start from 
scratch,’’ unhampered by predeter- 
mined formulae for treatment of the 


farmer's ills 
“VJe all shall start together from 
scratch and think collectively,”’ said 


Alexander Legge, in a conversation 
related in the Prairie Farmer by its 
publisher, Burridge D. Butler. 

Mr. Lerge held no theories for the 


rehabilitation of agriculture, but he 
had a clearly defined notion of the 
method the board will follow 

‘“‘What we farmers must learn,” he 
observed, “‘is to do collective think 
ing to solve our problems. A lot of 


fellows think the reason big business 
gets results is because big business 
has a lot of money. But the rcal 
reason is that big business has a lot 
of men in its organization who sit 
around a table and do collective 
thinking, and out of these confer- 
ences big business works out its 
problems.” 

Mr. Legge, who retired from the 
presidency of the International Har- 
vester Company to accept President 
Hoover’s invitation to head _ the 
Farm Board, referred to the Har- 
vester Company when he said: 

‘‘We have men who go all over the 
world to size up conditions. They 
talk to hundreds of farmers to find 
out what they want, what they need, 
and what they are thinking about. 
When we have a problem to solve 
we get all this information in and 
lay it on the table, and we all go 
at it collectively. 

‘No one man presumes to know 
the answer. We all start together 


from scratch and think collectively. | 


And this, to my mind, is the strong- 
est factor in the success of big busi- 
ness. This is just the way I want to 
start the work of this Farm Board.’ 

Mr. Legge told the publisher that 


monev wss secondary to collective 
thinking and united action, but add- 
ed that ‘‘on the money side, this new 
law seems to provide for money just 
as cheap, and cheaper, than the 
money of big business.”’ 

He urged farmers to join the board 
in collectively studying the law, 
which, he emphesized, “‘is no pana- | 
cea for al] the farmers’ ills.’’ 


He declared that individual farmers 
can benefit from the law only through 
cooperative organizations of a char- 
acter approved under the act. He 
adced 


“T believe there are many coopera- | 


tives who are now hooked up and 
working on a policy which will place 
them immediately in a position to 
borrow money and receive the co- 
operation of the board. 

‘“‘We will proceed slowly and sure- 
ly, because conservatism is neces- 
sarv for safety in a job of this mag- 
nitude, but we are going to keep go- 
ing ahead and avoid any false moves 
or radical ideas that will make 1t 
recessary for us to retrace our 
steps a

Germany disarmed in a wholly one- 
sided manner. Article 213 of the 
Versailles Treaty afforded France 
primary security in respect to dis- 
armament with control to be exer- 
cised by the League of Nations 
Council. The smooth functioning of 
that control, observed Dr. Wirth, 
was fully assured by the investiga- 
tion procedure provided for in the 
resolution of the Council of the 
League of 1926, which had been ap- 
proved by Germany.”’ 

Continuing the Minister said: 

“The Locarno Treaty of 1925, in 
the drafting of which Germany hae 
so eminent a part, has subordinated 
the provisions of the Versailles 
Treaty in respect to the demilitarized 
zone to comprehensive supervision 
through a system of arbitration and 
guarantees, which under certain con- 
ditions places the combined arms of 
Great Britain and Italy at the dis- 
posal of France in the event of Ger- 
many violating the conditions. The 
prompt application and functioning 
of this protective organism is suffi- 
ciently pledged through the fact that 
the League of Nations is ijavested 
with authority to apply it.

The differ- 
ence, therefore, could only be that 
our legal guarantees would be re-

MANCHESTER, England, July 12. 
A lockout involving half a million 

workers in Lancashire's cotton in- 
dustry loomed tonight as the result 


of an overwhelming vote by the em- 
ployers in favor of a 12's per cent 
cut in wages. The whole trade is 
being marshaled for a fight, and un- 
less the Ministry of Labor is able to 
prevent it, general stoppage will be- 
gin in a fortnight. 

Notices of impending wage reduc- 
tion ‘were ordered to be posted in the 
mills. The workers will vote before 
any stoppage occurs, but there is no 
doubt that they will endorse their 
leaders’ emphatic declarations that 
the reductions are unjustified and 
futile. Ministry of Labor statistics 
show that the average men's earn- 
ings are $11.75 weekly and the wo- 
men's $7.56. The proposed reductions 
would, therefore, amount to about 
$1.50 weekly for men and 95 cents 
for women. 

MANCHESTER, July 12 (‘*).—The 
Federation of Master Cotton Spin- 
ners voted to enforce the reduction 
after July 29. The weaving side of 
the industry had already decided 
without a ballot to apply the re- 
duction. - 

This is the first big labor dispute 
since the Labor Government came 
into office. The workers are firmly 
opposed to the idea of compromise. 
They argue that the serious condi- 
, tion in which the industry now is 
is really due to its overcapitalization 


during the boom period after the 
war. They think it behooves the 
employers to put their financial 


houses in order. 

The Cotton Spinners and Manufac- 
turers’ Association sent out notices 
today of the reduction in wages, 
amounting to 2 shillings and 6 pence 
in the pound sterling, or about 69 
cents in $4.87. The cotton spinners 
maintain that the poor condition of 
the industry necessitated the reduc- 
tion.

District Attorney said. The result 
he asserted, was flagrant graft and 
injustice-to workmen who frequently 
were called off jobs. He added that 
the investigation was proceeding and 
that he intended to present evidence 
to the Bronx County grand jury next 
Tuesday. A ‘“‘public-spirited friena, ’ 
not a contractor, said Mr. McGeehan, 
had offered a reward of $1,000 for 
information leading to the conviction 
of an incendiary. 

Meanwhile inquiries concerning the 
unexplained fires also were being 
made by the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the Fire Marshal's 
office. The implication of their find- 
ings thus far was that incendiarism 
was being resorted to in a manner 
similar to that employed by the rack- 
eteers of Chicago, although no direct 
accusations of this nature were 
made. 


Apartment House Burned. 
The immediate subject of Mr. Mc- 
Geehan's investigation was the fire 
Thursday morning which did $150,- 


000 damage to the six-story apart- 
ment house under construction at 
219th Street and Bronx Boulevard. 
This, however, was only one of a 
series of recent fires in unfinished 
buildings which now are under of- 
ficial scrutiny. Others are as fol- 
lows: 

Fire on Thursday night in a 
nearly completed six-story apart- 


ment building at 2,134 Wallace Ave- 
nue, Bronx, owned by Lydig Ave- 
nue Building Corporation. 

Fire on July 2 at 110 Seaman 
Avenue, Bronx, in an apartment 
building being erected by 149 Pay- 
son Avenue Corporation; 200 work- 
men and 130 families forced to 
fiee; property damage estimated at 
$209,000. 

Fire on June 25 at 1,055 Jerome 
Avenue in an apartment building 
being erected by Bergman Broth- 
ers; loss estimated at $1,500,000. 


The Bronx District Attorney pre- 
sided yesterday at a conference which 
included Assistant Fire Marshal John 
J. Cash, Assistant District Attorney 
Barney Mogilesky, and other fire 
and police officials. They heard the

Zimmerman had admitted to 
him, said Mr. McGeehan, that he 
had paid 2 per cent of the amount 
of the contract to the Electric Sur- 
vey Bureau, whose offices, he said, 
were in the Terminal Building in 
Fast 149th Street. This organization, 
according to the District Attorney, 
was formed about three months ago 


Contractor Ordered Off Work 


W. J. Holmes, 708 East 238th 
Street, one of the witnesses, it was 
revealed by Mr. McGeehan, had orig- 
inally had the contract for the elec- 
trical work in the Bronx Boulevard 
building. His price was $4,700. 
Holmes, he said, was not a member 
of the electrical organization. 
Holmes was ‘‘ordered off the job'’ by 
aman named Howard, representing 
the Electric Survey Bureau, after 
Holmes's men had done about $200 
work, said Mr. McGeehan, and the 
contract was given to Zimmerman 
at the higher figure. 

“Witnesses revealed,’’ said Mr. 
McGeehan, ‘‘that another organiza- 
tion besides the plasterers levies tri- 
bute on the contractors, forcing 
them to make payments before they 
can take jobs. The whole business is 
honeycombed with graft, and it is 
the laboring man who suffers —the 
union workman who goes on a job 
and then is suddenly told to quit.’ 

Mr. McGeehan's office made public 
yesterday a letter he had addressed 
two weeks ago to the Building 
Trades Employers’ Associations re- 
garding complaints about the activ- 
ities of the Plasterers’ Association.

Tokio Hears of Envoy From Moscow. 

TOKIO, July 12 (‘*.—Advices from 
Harbin state that in view of the 
probability of a tie-up on the Chinese 
Fastern Railway the Harbin consular 


body is considering mediation to seek 
a peaceable settlement. > 
A Moscow dispatch received at the 


Chinese Eastern headquarters in 
Harbin says that the Soviet Govern- 
ment has appointed L. B. Serebria- 
kov, a member of the Railway Com- 
missariat, as plenipotentiary to pro- 
ceed to Harbin to seek a diplomatic 
settlement of the problem. He was 
stated to have left Moscow for Man- 
churia today. 

Dispatches to the Japanese news 
agency Rengo say that the former 
Russian manager and assistant man- 
ager of the Chinese Eastern left for 
Siberia tonight with their families 
and other Soviet officials in compli- 
ance with the Chinese order for their 
deportation. 

Rengo dispatches from Harbin say 
that many Russians are fleeing the 
city in an effort to reach the bor- 
der. Advices froin Chang-chun state 
that the Chinese have completed tak- 
ing over the railway works there and 
have arrested several Soviet officials, 
sending them to Harbin. 

Chang Ching-hui, Governor of the 
Harbin district, has forbidden public 
meetings under rigid penalties and 
the city is heavily policed, being vir- 
tually under martial law. Two Chi- 
nese gunboats are anchored in the 
Sungari River near Harbin. 

A Manchurian dispatch, describing 
the crossing of the border by the first 
of the Russians deported, quotes 
leading officials as threatening: ‘‘We 
are leaving empty-handed, but will 
return with rifles.” 

Soviet reservists in the Chinese 
Eastern Railway zone are reported 
to have received orders to join the 
forces in Siberia. 

According to the Japanere military 
intelligence, Soviet Russia has an 
equivalent of six divisions along the 
Siberian railway between Lake Bai- 
and Vladivostok, including cav- 


kal 
alry, artillery, tanks, aircraft and 
railway engineers. Chinese troops 


in Manchuria are estimated to be an 
equivalent of fifteen divisions. 

te well-informed circles here the 
opinion is held that the Russian 
forces in Eastern Siberia could de- 
feat the Manchurians but that the 
problem is regarded as_ political 
rather than military, and Moscow is 
believed reluctant to risk interven- 
tion by the other powers by resorting 
to military invasion. 

Both the Cabinet and the general 
staff met today to consider the 
Manchurian question. Their decisions 
were not divulged but it was thought 
significant that, after a protracted 
Cabinet meeting Premier Hamaguchi 
retained Foreign Minister Shidehara 
for further discussion. 

Concerning the South Manchuria 
Railway and the Kwangtung leased 
territory, a spokesman averred that 
Japan would follow unswervingly 
her established policy in not permit- 
ting disorders in these regions and 
would also maintain unyieldingly 
these keystones of imperial policy. 

Although the Japanese are not par- 
ticularly friendly toward the Soviet, 
the methods employed by the Chi- 
nese are not considered such as to 
be countenanced by nations; hence 
what sympathy exists inclines to- 
ward Russia. 





Nanking Reports 146 Deported. 


SHANGHAI, July 12 (4).—Official 
Chinese announcements at Harbin 
received here said that 146 Russians, 
officially or unofficially connected 
with the Moscow Government, had 
been deported toward Manchuli 
‘within the last twelve hours.'’ They 
left all their belongings behind them. 

The Chinese officials said they 


would send these belongings to Mos- 
cow later. The authorities also were 
said to be investigating carefully the 
conduct and professions of a large 
number of Russians outwardly not 
connected with the Soviet but sus- 
pestes of Boviet propaganda activi- 
les 


upward of 400 Russians had been 
relieved of their positions. 

The Nanking Government, although 
possibly at sword's point with Soviet 


Russia, has gone no further toward 
diplomatic severance of relations 
than the action taken in February, 
1928. 

Various Russian advisers to the 
young government then were ex- 
pelled after a raid on the Soviet 


Consulate at Shanghai, and certain 
official representation withdrawn. 
Both nations have maintained con- 
sulates in the other nation since, 
however. ‘There have been reports 
since May 27, when the first raids 
on the Soviet Consulates in Man- 
churia were made, that Chinese 
Consulates in Russia were under 
heavy guard by Russian soldiers, 


Wang Denies Enmity to Russia. 


PEKING, July 12 (®”.—Dr. C. T. 
Wang, Chinese Foreign Minister, in 
his first statement concerning the 


crisis in Manchuria, declared the Na- 
tionalist Government was determined 
to stamp out communism and would 
not tolerate Soviet propaganda in any 
form, 

‘‘We are not inimical to Soviet Rus- 
sia,’’ he said. ‘‘Positively, we are 
not unfriendly to Russia. 

‘We are thoroughly determined not 
to tolerate Soviet propaganda in 
whatever form it may appear. | 

“‘After the raid on the Harbin Con- 
sulate by the Manchurian authorities 
we deemed it necessary to take steps 
to prevent further spread of propa- 
ganda. The documents seized at Har- 
bin also convinced us the Russians 
were violating their agreement,”’ 

The agreement referred to is that 
at Mukden in 1924, conferring a 
share in the direction of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway to the Russians, 
but exacting a pledge that they re- 
frain from political activity. 


Russian Envoy Here Recently. 


L. B. Serebriakov, a member of 
the Russian Railway Commissariat, 
who has been sent from Moscow to 
Harbin to seek a settlement of the 
clash between Soviet and Chinese 
directors of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way, is well known in New York 
and left here only a few weeks ago 
for Moscow, says The Associated 
Press. 

M. Serebraikov was in New York 
and Washington for six months be- 
fore his departure.

partment of the Bronx, for the 
purpose of adding it to the park 
and playground system of your 
borough. A total of approximately 
thirtv acres will thus be added to 
the park system of the Bronx. The 
landscaping of this extensive park- 
way, with due regard to the pro- 
vision of playground facilities, can 
then he undertaken without haste.

Five sea-hawks or ospreys, a spe- 
cies of bird extinct for twenty years 
in England as a result of the depre- 
dations of egg hunters, are to sail 
for that country this morning aboard 
the Adriatic. Captain C. W. R. 
Knight, lecturer, ornithologist and 
motion picture photographer of 
birds, is taking the sea-hawks to be 
liberated on the Scottish estates of 
the Duke of Sutherland and Lord 


Cameron. 

It was from Lord Cameron's is- 
land in Loch Arkaiy, Inverness-shire, 
that the last osprey’s eggs were 
stolen twenty years ago from behind 
a guarded barbed-wire fence. An of- 
ficer serving with Captain Knight 
in the World War told him that he 
was the one who had stolen the eggs 
for a collector, swimming to the is- 
land before dawn when the guards 
were away. 

The five sea-hawks are from Gar- 
diner’s Island, off Montauk Point, 
L. I., and were taken with the per- 
mission of Clarence H. Mackay, who 
leases the island, and Lion Gardiner, 
the owner. Captain Knight spent 
two months on this bird sanctuary, 
filming the sea-hawks. He estimates 
that between 300 and 400 pair nest 
there. 

Ordinarily, he said, these birds nest 
only in tall trees, but on Gardiner’s 
Island, where they have learned that 
they are protected, they nest on 
rocks, in fields, and even in the sea- 
weed on the beach. Captain Knight 
said that pictures he had taken 
showed several generally accepted 
theories about the osprey to be in- 
correct. 

The two pair of young sea-hawks 
and the old female that Captain 
Knight is taking back with him have 
been spending the past few days fly- 
ing about a room on the roof of the 
Hotel Majestic. Though they have 
only been two weeks in captivity 
they are so tame that he held them, 
unhooded, on his hand. They sat 
quietly while he showed them to 
callers and turned themselves about 
when he spoke to them in their bird 


language. 


There has been one tragedy on the 
trip so far, the captain said. The old 
female was affected by the excite- 
ment of the train ride to the city, 
and when the padded packing case 
was opened she was found clutching 
in her talons the body of her mate, 
whom she had killed.

VOTED BY CONFEREES 


Union and Employers Reach 
Agreement Which Is to Be 
Signed on Tuesday. 

















COMMISSION IS PROVIDED 


Group to Supervise Industry 
Will Include Three Named 
by the Governor. 


WORK TO START TUESDAY 


Campaign to End Sweatshops anda 
Lift Standards to Be Pushed— 
Buyers Promise Aid.

The conference committee of the 
cloak industry, which met lasst night 
at the office of Raymond V. Inger- 
soll, impartial chairman, at 130 
West Thirty-first Street, ratified the 
proposed agreement reached earlier 
in the day and on Thursday between 
the Itnernational Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union and the three em- 
ployers' associations 

Machinery will be set in motion 
today for the formal approval of the 
compact by the full membership of 
the union and by the employers’ 
groups. It was announced that the 
agreement will be formally signed 
on Tuesday in the Governor's Room 
at the City Hall with Mayor Walker, 
Lieut. Gov. H. H. Lehman, and the 
leading factors of the industry pres- 
ent. About 19,000 of the 30,000 
strikers will return to work by 
Tuesday. 

An important feature of the new 
agreement decided last night was 
concerned with the make-up of the 
commission which will supervise the 
industry. The commission will con- 


sist of representatives of the. union 
and of each of the three employers’ 
associations and three representa 
tives of the public. The public rep- 
resentatives will be appointed by 
Governor Roosevelt, probably within 
two months. 

Lieut. Gov. Lehman, who took part 
in all the conferences, said he wes 
gratified to announce the ratification 
of the peace terms. 


Lehman Praises Settlement. 


‘The agreement, as drafted, marks 
a great step forward in the amicable 
and sympathetic relations between 
all factions in the industry,’’ Colonel 
Lehman said, ‘‘and I am confident 
it will provide for the orderly con- 
duct and prosperity of the industry. 


|The strike, as to the associations, 


I am informed, was the shortest in 
the garment industry since 1910, and 
this has been made possible only 
through the wonderful spirit of co- 
operation and understanding of all 
the factions in the industry. 

“IT am confident, too, that the 
agreement reached is going to lead 
to a substantial elimination of the 
sub-standard and sweatshop. I feel 
certain that an effort is to be made 
by the union, the three associations 
and the Governor of the State to 
maintain good standards in ajl the 
shops of this city. We will have the 
cooperation of the public, because 
they, after all, are materially inter- 
ested in the industry and in the wel- 
fare of those who work in it. I can 
say in behalf of Isidor Grossman, 
president of the Industrial Counsel, 
that today he has received forty- 
three applications for admission of 
independent manufacturers to the 
council. 

‘*The jobbers have had ten applica- 
tions from independents and the con- 
tractors twenty-six. 

‘*The commission wil! consist of the 
impartial chairman, an equal num- 
ber of representatives from the four 
groups and three prominent citizens 
designated by Governor Roosevelt, 
who will investigate the many prob- 
lems of the industry, including the 
problem of production in sub-stan- 
dard and sweat shops. The commis- 
sion will make the public fully ac- 
quainted from time to time with 


| their findings. The commission will 


have no hesitation in making public 
conditions in the sweatshops.’’ 
Resolutions of thanks by the em- 
ployers’ associations and the union 
to Lieut. Gov. Lehman and to 
Mr. Ingersoll were adopted at the 
close of the session, which was 
marked with fraternal handshakes 
and brief speeches of felicitation.

The evening session of the entire 
conference committee was preceded 
by meetings at which the union 
finished its agreement with the job- 
bers. At another session the jobbers 
and contractors concluded the terms 
of their new contract. 

Announcement of the agreement 
between the jobbers and the con- 
tractors was made by Samuel Blum- 
berg, counsel to the Merchants’ 
Ladies’ Garment Association, and 
Harry Uviller, general manager of 
the American Cloak and Suit Man- 
ufacturers’ Association. 

The jobbers, who deliver their 
piece goods and materials to the 
contractors to be made up into 
finished garments, pledged them- 
selves to deal only with memhers 
of the contractors’ association, who 
employ union labor directly The 
new contract is similar to the one 
which expired on June 1 except that 
the jobbers now agree to extend 
their liability for wages paid by con- 
tractors to seven days instead of 
five, consent to the establishment 
of a joint control commission and 


| promise to ‘‘do everything within 
their power to eliminate the sweat 


shops and substandard conditions in 
the industry.”’ 

Two of the largest mail order 
houses in the country responded

Montgomery Ward & Co., through 
A. B. Wilson of the New York office 
in a letter to Benjamin Schlesinger, 
promen' of the union, said he would 
e glad to meet the union officials 
to discuss the problem of the sub- 
standard shops. However, he main- 
tained that to the best of his know!l- 
edge his organization was dealing 
with legitimate manufacturers, not 
sweat shops.

Dear Mr. Mayor: I note by the 
press that the Secretary of War 
has disapproved the application of 
New York City to extend its pier 
lines 100 feet channelward. 

Your administration and the Port 
of New York Authority, created 
by the act of 1921, might secure 
some very valuable suggestions 
from the cerriers that use the 
docks of Greater New York. 

There has ‘been considerable 
duplication of facilities, I believe, 
and a great deal might be accom- 
plished by round-table discussion 
with steamship and railroad men, 
who have practical knowledge of 
what can be done to relieve con- 
gestion, without impairing service. 
Many things have not been done 
in this connection simply because 
no one has ever thought of them, 
and I believe a sincere discussion 
might be productive of many ideas. 

Permit me to suggest the ap- 
pointment by you of an advisory 
commission composed of repre- 
sentatives of the following rail 
and water carriers: The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, New York Central 
Railroad, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad; United States 
Lines. North German Lidyd Steam- 
ship Company, Hamburg-American 
Line, White Star Line, Cunard 
Line, Hudson River Night Line, 
Hudson River Day Line, Eastern

some constructive plan to relieve 
the present congestion in our har- 
bor and at our docks.

Dr. Dowden and an associate, dur- 
ing the last two years, have exam- 
ined the records of 688 patients in 
which there was no specific underly- 
ing disease. More than 19 per cent, 
their paper said, complained of ‘‘loss 
of ‘pep’ or exhaustion."’
